of feeding and hav their childre* 
well trained in the matter of sleeping 
Diet slips showing the proper food. 
for children of different ages arc 
given out and these are supplementec 
by special advice for individual cases 
Proper posture, breathing exercises 
plenty of fresh air, and sun bath 
are recommended as a means to bettei 
health. 

It was a rovelaticn to the visitor 
to note the difference between chile 
ren in perfect health and those ouffei 
ing from some minor ailment. The 
former sleep well, eat their food with 
out question, arc good natured am 
give little trouble.
